STATES HIS POSITION. 
CONGRESS. 


Gov ernor Durbin With Directness National Lawmakers Formally 


W ashington, 
Nov . 
IO.—The 
chief 
feature of today’s session of congress j 
was the reading of' the president’s 
m essage, deliv ered sim ultaneously in j 
both houses. 
The m essage follows: 
j 
To the Senate and House of R epre­ 
sentativ es: 
I hav e conv ened the congress th at 
it may consider the legislation nec­ 
essary to put into operation th e com­ 
m ercial treaty with Cuba, which was 
ratified by the congress at the last 
session and subsequently by the Ca­ 
ban gov ernm ent. 
I deem such legis­ 
lation dem anded not. only by our In­ 
terest. but by our honor. 
W e cannot 
with 'propriety abandon the course 
upon which we hav e so wisely em ­ 
barked. 
W hen the acceptance of the 
P latt am endm ent was required from 
Cuba by the action of the congress of 
the United States, this gov ernm ent 
thereby definitely com m itted Itself to 
the policy of treating Cuba as occupy­ 
ing a unique position as regards this 
country. 
It was prov ided that when 
the island becam e a free and Indepen­ 
dent republic she should stand In as 
close relations with- us as in certain 
respects to come w ithin our system of 
international policy; and it necessari­ 
ly followed that she m ust also to a 
certain degree become included w ith­ 
in the lines of our economic policy 
Situated as Cuba is it would not be 
possible for this country to perm it 
the strategic abuse of the plan by any 
foreign m ilitary power 
It Is for this 
reason that certain lim itations hav e 
been imposed upon her financial pol­ 
icy and th a t nav al stations hav e been 
conceded by her to tho United States. 
The negotiations as to the details of 
these nav al stations are on the e re 
of completion. 
Thev are situated so 
as to prev ent any idea that there is 
the intention ev er to use them against 
Cuba. or otherw ise than for the pro­ 
tection of Cuba from the assaults of 
foreign foes and for the b etter sale- 
guarding of Am erican interests in the 
w aters south of us. 
Those interests hav e been largely 
Increased by the consequences of the 
mar with Spain and will be still fur­ 
ther Increased by the building of the 
isthm ian canal. 
They are both mili­ 
tary and economic. 
The granting to 
us by Cuba of the nav al stations abov e 
alluded to Is of the utm ost im portance 
from a m ilitary 
standpoint and is 
proof of the good faith with which 
Cuba is treating us. 
Cuba has m ade 
great progress since her independence 
was established. 
She has adv anced 
steadily In ev ery way 
She already 
stands high am ong her sister republics 
of the new world. 
She is loyally ob­ 
serv ing her obligations to us and she 
is entitled to like treatm ent by us. 
The treaty subm itted to you for ap­ 
prov al secures to the United S tates 
economic 
adv antages 
as 
great 
as 
those giv en to Cuba 
Not an A m eri­ 
can interest is sacrificed. 
By th© 
treaty a large Cuban m arket is se 
cured to our producers. 
It is a m ar­ 
ket which lies at our doom, which is 
already large, which is capable of 
great expansion and which is espe­ 
cially Im portant to the dev elopm ent of 
our export trade. 
It would be Indeed 
shortsighted for us to refuse to take- 
adv antag© of such opportunity and to 
force Cuba into m aking arrangem ents 
with other countries to our disadv an­ 
tage. 
This reciprocity treaty stands by 
itself. 
It is dem anded on considera­ 
tion of broad national policy as well 
as by our economic Interest. 
It will 
do harm to no Industry. 
It will ben­ 
efit m any industries. 
It is in the In­ 
terest of our people as a whole, both 
because of Its Im portance from the 
broad standpoint of international pol 
icy and because econom ically it inti­ 
m ately concerns us to dev elop and se­ 
cure the rich Cuban m arket for our 
farm ers, artisans, m erchants and m an­ 
ufacturers. 
Finally it is desirable as 
a guaranty of the good faith of our 
nation tow ard her young sister repub­ 
lic to the south, whose w elfare m ust 
ev er be closely bound w ith ours. 
W e 
gav e her liberty. 
W e are knit to her 
by the m em ories of the blood and the 
courage of our soldiers who fought 
for her in w ar; 
by the m em orler 
of 
the 
wisdom 
and 
integrity 
of 
ou t adm inistrators 
who 
sav ed 
her 
in peace and who started her so well 
on the difficult path of self-gov ern­ 
ment. 
We must help her onward and 
upward, and in helping her we shall 
help ourselv es. 
The foregoing considerations caus­ 
ed the negotiation of the treaty with 
Cuba and its ratification by the senate. 
They now with equal force support 
the legislation by tho congress which 
b y the term s of the treaty is necessary 
to render it operativ e. 
A failure to 
enact such legislation would come per­ 
ilously 
near 
a 
repudiation 
of the 
pledged faith of the nation.

in our party, I desire to say em phatic­ 
ally th at I am not an aspirant to Sen­ 
ator Bev eridge’s seat and that I know 
of no one who is.
